dilemma facing these 
countries, 
OME compromise must be 
sought within the basic 
coalition that is to govern 
the country, It is absurd 
for any Prime Minister to 
have to rely on the vote of 
vaseillating minoritias 
whose members are more 
concerned ~with the abstract 
philosophical approach to 5 
problem rather than a 
practical polltical approach. 
Fresh elections — cannot 
solve the Italians’ problem 
either although 1t is ironical 
that Alcide de Gasperi, the 
giant capable of leading the 
country through its present 
troubled times, has to watch 
helplessly from the afde- 
Mines. Within, the French 
and Italian Parliaments 
are groups with basienlly 
similar policies which, 80 
Jong as they are ready 
to compromise on amall 
differences ond form a 
single entity, could speak 
with authority and could 
do much to weaken the 
power of the Com- 
munists. After all, minor 
differences of opinion 
within the coalition—the 
cause of Signor Fanfani's 
downfall—are surely 4 
matter for the privacy of 
the Government party room, 
not Parliament itaclf. If 
democracy is to be saved, it 
must be made more secure.

He 
then charged her with conduct- 
ing a calculated campaign to

In explaining the letter he 
signed in 1945, he said his wife 
repeatedly demanded that he 
acknowledge “these imaginary 
happenings” and, as he quoted 
ther, “purg> my soul".
